The formal sub- 
ject for debate is. "Resolved, That 
the Pending Child l*abor Amend- 
ment Should be Ratified.” 

Phoebe Morrison, Irene Kufchner, 
and Willie Kennedy have been desig- 
nated to uphold the negative for 
George Washington. Each of these 
girls Is a speaker of considerable 
prominence and experience. All have 
taken part in previous University de- 
bates und are well primed for thp 
coming contest. 

Much time has been spent by the 
local squad In gathering material for 
the debate. They have looked in.to 
the question from all angles and ar- 
rived at certain definite conclusions. 
Public discussions and debates have 
taken place and in ,tke case of the 
teams pro and con argument before 
the Mount Rainier’s Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation, the audience acted as judges 
and gave preference to the negative 
side whose viewpoint, by vote, they 
disapproved before the meeting. 

Each girl has prepared her own 
manuscript, but since the West Vir- 
ginia speakers have the defense it 
will he impossible for the George 
Washingtonites to depend on their 
prepared speeches. They are ex- 
pected to resort to refutation. 

Legal Standpoint Taken.

Trustee of University Is Eulogized I* 
Speech by Doan Wilbur

Memorial services were held in. 
Chapel last Friday In honor of 
Charles I. Corby, who died suddenly 
on February 13 at the age of 04. 
Dean Wilbur spoke of the life and 
work of Mr. Corby who was much 
loved by his associates for his quiet 
efficiency and cooperation in all 
matters. 

As a trustee of George Washing- 
ton University for six years, Mr. 
Corby took an active part in the en« 
dowraent drive and contributed gen- 
erously to It. As a business man, ba 
established the bakery which heart 
his name and gained the reputation 
of being “an upright and honorabla 
competitor.” He was also a director 
of the Riggs National Bank and waa 
connected with various other busi- 
ness interests. 

As a member and trustee of th» 
Calvary Baptist church, Mr. Corby 
was Identified with Its administra- 
tion and contributed largely to the 
annual budget. The success of the 
8Ixth Convention of the World's Sun- 
day School Association was greatly 
due to bis work as chairman of tha 
finance committee. 

Mr. Corby’s death Is mucb 
mourned in Washington, for hie loea 
is felt both In the world of buslneea 
and of men. His character in its 
beauty and strength was summed up 
in Dean Wilbur’s words: "He waa 
one of Dr. Greene's boys.”

Delaware and Lehigh Telegraphic

Member of National Research 
Council Gives Lecture on 
Organic Chemistry 

SUGGESTS “CENTER” PLAN 

Advocate# Utilisation of Farm By- 
Product# to Bring Prosperity to 
Agricultural Class 

“The Farmer as an Organic Chem- 
ist,” was the subject of an address 
before the George Washington Uni- 
versity Chemical Society last Wed- 
nesday night by Dr. Hale, of the 
National Research Council. Dr. Hale 
traced the history of the field of or- 
ganic chemistry, and stressed the ne- 
cessity of utilising the by-prodficts of 
industry. / , , v , 

According to Dr. Hale there was 
ah field In organic chemistry in 1900. 
From the opening of the century to 
the outbreak of the World War very 
little development was made. War 
brought Increased demand for -or- 
ganic chemicals formerly produced 
In foreign countries, and the Ameri- 
can chemist began to produce and 
sell the “king of dyes," Indigo, at the 
prohibitive price of 81.80 per pound. 

Germany had formerly sold the 
dye at one-tenth of this price, or 18 
cents per pound. At present Ameri- 
can firms have so developed their 
processes that indigo is sold and 
shipped from this country at 18 cent# 
per pound. This is, according to

ally, since the world war, to meet the 
needs of American students abroad. 

Before the recent war students 
from this country went mostly to 
Germany for study, owing to the 
ease with which credit could be ob- 
tained in this country for the work 
accomplished. At the same time, 
such countries as England and 
France granted practically no de- 
grees or credits equivalent to those 
issued by our own colleges. The re- 
sult was that many of our professors 
of economics and political economy 
received training In the German uni- 
versities and were subjected, tempo- 
rarily at least, to the Prussian point 
of view. 

Revulsion Against “Kultur." 

In the post-war revulsion against 
“Kultur” the allied countries have 
made every effort to reverse such a 
situation so that it is now possible 
in either France. Belgium or Eng- 
land for an American student to com- 
plete his undergraduate or graduate 
work and receive credits transferable 
to an American college; to benefit 
at the same time by the experience 
of travel, to take advantage of a 
most favorable exchange rate, and 
often to receive at the same time 
scholarships from the country in 
which he' may be located.
